DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's amendment received on 5/06/01 . 

Continued Prosecution Application 

2. The request filed on 3/06/01 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) 
under 37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/394,918 is acceptable and a 
CPA has been established. An action on the CPA follows. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Drussel 
et al. 

Drussel discloses the process including a strip 2 having a plurality of substrate 
areas, providing a plurality of alignment marks 44 (Fig.3C). providing a plurality of 
cutting marks 40 (Fig.3C), positioning the saw machine with respect to the substrate 
area (Fig.1). cutting each individual substrate areas (Fig. 3A). a plurality of cutting tracks 
28. 30 and at least two strips juxtapose on a plane (see Fig. 5 and 1 3). cutting the 
substrate strip according to the cutting tracks (Fig. 6) and two substrate strips are 
juxtaposed for cutting simultaneously.
